THE BUYERS’ MARKET. 


N more than one occasion last year THE 

BLOoD-HORSE called to the attention of read- 
ers the opportunity for buying Thoroughbreds at 
prices which were all to the advantage of the 
purchaser. It was a buyers’ market throughout 
the year. Prices of horses were well below the 
averages of recent years, while prospects were 
that purses and stakes values would not be de- 
creased by anything like so large a ratio. It 
was obviously a time for bargains. 


Those who took advantage of the opportunity 
have already begun to realize on their invest- 
ments. Craigco, a colt by *Criagangower—Falco, 
sold in the Fasig-Tipton Company’s paddocks at 
Saratoga last August to W. E. Martin for $200, 
won twice and finished third in his first three 
starts at Miami, equaled a track record in his 
third start, and earned $1,575. Butter Beans, a 
filly by St. Henry—Ildicain, sold at the Tranter 
Lexington sale in November for $275, won two 
races and $1,250 at Havana in January. Pro- 
teus, son of Infinite and Our Option, cost $1,800 
and in three winning races has earned $2,250. 

Other 2-year-olds of this year which have al- 
ready more than paid their purchase price are 
Tempus, bought for $700, won $750; Considera- 
tion, bought for $225, won $625; Archeress, 
bought for $350, won $485; Choice Caller, bought 
for $600, won $625; Anita’s Pal, bought for $600, 
‘won $625; Cold Wave, bought for $475, won $625; 
Tan Dress (now dead), bought for $150, won 
$425 (first monies only counted). 


Others which were bought for moderate prices 
and have already won races are Bella Napola, 
bought for $600; Howee, $1,000; Ikard, $3,100; 
Siwanoy, $600; Sun Pleasure, $1,800; Little 
Cousin, $1,400; Infi Shot, $700. Of the 2-year- 
olds named, Ikard is the only one which sold for 
more than the average yearling price of last 
year, that is, $1,926.85. 

Those are the winners of the first month of the 
year. Naturally, there will be many others to 
add to the list. Apparently the percentage of 
bargains will be much larger than ordinarily. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE believes that in auction sales 
the advantages will continue with the buyer for 
several months, but in decreasing ratio; that the 


low tide of the market occurred last fall; that 
the trend will be steadily upward for some time; 
that discriminating buyers will find many profit- 
able purchases at the P. T. Chinn sale and the 
G. A. Cochran estate dispersal at “Lexington in 
May, and that “the depression” is not such an 
ill wind that it will blow nobody good. 


CURTAILMENT AND ELIMINATION. 

E continue to receive communications con- 

cerning these subjects, and we have had a 
number of verbal expressions by way of com- 
ment upon the opinions given in the responses to 
the questionnaire. However, the matter has not 
progressed beyond the stage of discussion. There 
is apparent willingness for a meeting of breed- 
ers, but thus far nobody has offered to call a 
meeting. Neither has there been any suggestion 
as to time and place for such a meeting. We are 
wondering if the matter is to end in discussion, 
and we are wondering, too, if the solution, after 
‘all, is not to be found in the laws of average and 
of supply and demand. 


R. H. HANKS, manager of the Interstate 
Breeders’ Syndicate and the Interstate Racing 
Syndicate, Boulder, Montana, who has been 
active in behalf of better horses in his state, 
says he and other members of his syndicates do 
not agree with the idea that there is necessity 
for restrictions on production. He says “proper 
demands will usually care for the production.” 
He thinks “Major Thomas C. McDowell’s state- 
ment fits the proposition better than any that 
can be formulated,” and he says further: 

“The question of elimination is: who is going 


to be absolute judge as to the qualifications of 
mares or stallions? 


“Any mare or stallion which broke down on 
any race track should never be bred or allowed to 
stand for service. 


“No colt or filly should be raced at an earlier 
age than three years. Selling races should be 
eliminated absolutely. Handicapping also should 
be banned, to a lage extent. No horse out of his 
class should be raced against a superior animal. 


“The system of racing must be absolutely al- 
tered, before any great change will be gained in 
the breeding proposition. 

J. B. McGINN, whose breeding establishment 
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is at Gallatin, Tenn., writing from San Ysidro, 
California, says: 


“Since answering your questionnaire, I have 
been besieged with telegrams and queries as to 
meaning of my answers to questions 2 and 3, so 
I take this means of answering all of them. 

“You and I saw a lot of late foals this past 
year. Will the breeders of those late foals in 
the year of the drought get prices at Saratoga 
equal to what comes to breeders who will sell 
early foals? I think not. I think that if a colt 
foaled in June should bring $4,000 that same colt, 
had he been foaled in February or March, would 
bring an additional $1,000 because of his better 
development. 


“Will the colts foaled in May and June, 1930, 
run as well in January, 1932, as will the colts 
foaled in February and March, 1930? I think 
not. With the larger number of races and purses 
of good valué hung up at the winter tracks now- 
adays, it pays to have them early. A mare foal- 
ing in February, March or early April, fed well 
on alfalfa, will give almost as much milk as on 
grass, and your colt will have a good start when 
the grass comes, especially if it happens to be 
late and short, like it will be in 1931. 

“What did I mean by saying approximately 
500 head could have been bought, their pedigrees 
destroyed and they resold at a slight loss? 
Simply that they were sold in New York, Mary- 
land and Kentucky where the breeders were look- 
ing for the best only, and that they could have 
been resold where men were looking for that 
kind to use for double and triple what they 
brought at the New York, Maryland and Ken- 
tucky markets, as it is a well known fact that 
Thoroughbred mares raise the best mules that 
can be bought. As an example, a man (from, I 
think, Pennsylvania) at the Lexington sales in 
November bought 12 head for $480 that would 
bring, without pedigrees, at any little town, 
hamlet or village in the United States where 
horses are raised, over double that amount. 

“I have been giving your elimination problem 
some thought, but it is beyond me. J. B. Camp- 
bell, who is second to none as a racing secretary, 
started off at Agua Caliente making no claim- 
ing race less than $1,000 bottom. He then 
cut it to $500, top and bottom, and 95 per cent 
of the same horses were entered. 

“The Scully race (so called) is not practicable, 
as some of us cheap gyps love our old horses so 
well that we keep thinking that some day they’ll 
run back to the good races they ran a couple of 
years ago. 

“The only possible solution I see is no claiming 
race less than $2,000 at the major tracks and no- 
body taken off the cars. In that way the cheap 
horses will become so much a burden that they 
will gradually eliminate themselves. Most of us 
have contract riders and we take a chance that 
Wwe may get some part of the purse. Had we to 
pay $10 jockey mount each time we sent one to 
‘tthe post we would think twice and then stay out 
of the race in many instances. Now that horses 
are so plentiful, the racing associations could 
charge a small entrance fee to each race and so 
many of us would not go in. 

“Your idea of having registration certificates 
of every horse racing deposited with the asso- 
ciation is one of the very best. Keep it up. Get 
some racing association to start it and the others 
will follow. I feel confident that R. James 
Spears will require it at his tracks—Winnipeg, 
Calgary and Butte. I should think that James 
C. Ellis would adopt the suggestion for his Dade 


Park. He spent a lot of his valuable time getting 
a duplicate certificate for a mare that was taken 
out of a claiming race at Columbus, Ohio. The 
people who are buying geldings and mares for 
hunting purposes insist on having registration 
certificates, and this is another good argument 
for insisting on having them in the hands of the 
racing associations to be transferred with the 
horses. Judge Nelson agrees with this idea.” 


Our Western correspondent who desires to re- 
main incognito (see page 221, in last previous. 
issue), writes THE BLoop-HorsE further upon the 
subject of curtailment and elimination, as fol- 
lows: 


“T have today compared your list of sires of 
winners for 1930 with the list of Remount stal- 
lions in service in 1928. I did not take the pres- 
ent list of Remount stallions because such horses 
as Behave Yourself, Gay Ronald and other re- 
cent acquisitions have been given better oppor- 
tunities in hands of private breeders, than they 
will now receive, yet they have proven them- 
selves failures. The following figures were ob- 
tained: 


“In 1928, 540 stallions were in service. Forty- 
three of them sired 96 winners of 199 races in 
1930. Gross value of these races was $101,075. 
Seven of these stallions, DANGER ROCK, 
TCHAD, RODGERS, OVER THERE, SETBACK, 
OUT THE WAY and STAR HAMPTON, sired 35 
winners of 85 races, value $52,060. In other 
words, seven of them, mostly standing in the 
East, sired the winners of over one-half of the 
total value of races won by get of Remount stal- 
lions. 

“The loss of these stallions would certainly not 
be a loss to the breeding industry. The purpose 
of the Remount is the improvement of the riding 
and cavalry horse, not the Thoroughbred. Every 
foal registered to a Remount stallion is directly 
or indirectly in competition with the foals of the 
very breeders who have donated the stallions. 
In closing, let me repeat the main argument for 
my plan of elimination: A polo pony of a caval- 
ry mount, all other things being equal, is just 
as valuable sired by No. 348, as he would be if 
sired by a named stallion, the buyer knowing No. 
348 to be a Thoroughbred. 

“The suggestion of Mr. Payne is well worth 
considering. It is probably one of the few ways 
upon which most breeders would agree, and it 
is socialistic in the nice way that the breeder of 
the largest number of foals pays the proportion- 
ate share of the burden. 

“Also read with great interest the letter of 
Colonel Scott. His points were well taken. The 
list of sires of winning broodmares naturally 
goes in the statistics file. I keep all issues of 
THE BLooD-HoRSE, but rather than go through 
the bunch every time I want to know something 
about a sire, I keep a separate file of those issues 
containing special statistical tables. These are 
kept within easy reach. 

“If we had no other cause for belief in Divine 
Providence, the present mild winter, after the 
drought, unemployment and feed shortage would 
be sufficient to convince an atheist. It sure is 
helping us poor stockfarmers in this end of the 
world.” 

“Breeders who would have the racing associa- 


tions raise claiming prices,’ said DEL HOLE- 
MAN, manager of the Regan Farm, a few days 
ago, “seem to think that would take the worry off 
the hands of the producers. It wouldn’t. The

breeders are trying to help themselves, aren’t 
they? Well, if racing associations are success- 
ful in their efforts to keep the cheap horses out 
of competition, then the market for cheap horses 
is gone. I don’t believe horsemen who breed for 
the market would relish the prospect of being 
able to sell nothing but their high class horses. 
If breeders want to help themsleves, they can’t 
do it by getting rid of part of their market. The 
solution of the problem is with the horses them- 
selves. A man who breeds bad horses doesn’t 
have to eliminate the horses; the horses will 
eliminate him.” 


CLEM McCARTHY, of The Morning Telegraph 
(New York), one of the best informed and most 
sensible of American Turf commentators, had 
the following in his column of February 4: 


“We have an idea this surplus race horse 
horse problem will correct itself within one or 
two more seasons. It is a situation that has 
arisen before; always it was corrected by time. 

“Last year about 10,000 horses were available 
for racing, perhaps 8,000 at one and the same 
time; the other 2,000 may have been lame, sick 
or freshening up. In July and September there 
were days when meetings were on at twelve 
tracks, in one instance thirteen. Divide that 


horses in America. 


thirteen into 8,000 and you have about 600 horses 
for each track. A few of the meetings could have 
done nicely with 300 to 400 horses. New York 
and Chicago and Maryland circuits probably have 
need for 1,000 horses and upward. 

“Hundreds of horse owners and breeders have 
had poor success in the past couple of years. 
Many of them enjoy fair to big incomes from 
other pursuits. Racing in a small way is a 
hobby with a few; with others it is an attempt 
to make considerable money. These latter won’t 
stand the losing gaff long. As they drop away 
so will production gradually curtail itself. In a 
few years you will hear the cry of a shortage of 
horses. 

“There has always been a shortage of good 
And by a good horse we do 
not mean Exterminators, Crusaders and Reigh 
Counts. We have in mind horses that are sound 
enough and with sufficient quality to run several 
races alike. We would say horses as good as 
Silverdale is right now, and better than him. 

“But if we are to have enough horses of the 
grades equal to and better than Silverdale we 
also have great need of many more capable, 
painstaking horsemen to train and care for them. 
Also continued assurance from track superin- 
tendents that the Latonia Jockey Club’s mistake 
of 1924 will not be repeated, when that course— 
among others in various parts of the country— 
was so hard horses were breaking down in their 
trials and races over it.”

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THE BROODMARE SIRES 


HIRD on the list of sires of dams of winners 
during 1930 came Broomstick (see page 180 
of THE BLOoop-HorRSE, No. 5, week ending January 
31). This 30-year-old progenitor had 47 daugh- 
ters to represent him with 77 winners of 237 
races and $388,790 in first monies. These 
daughters of Broomstick sent out seven winners 
of stakes last year, chief of which stakes win- 
mers was Equipoise. Next was Whichone, then 
Stars and Bars, Sortie, Plucky Play, Smear and 
Polygamous. Torch won 14 races, Cog-Air 
(brother to Sortie), won 12, and My Beauty won 
11. Ruth Law had out five winners; Annagh 
four, and Blume, Paintbrush, Stickling and Suf- 
frage three each.

1919, the illustrious *Star Shoot, five times 
during his worthy career at the head of the list 
of leading sires in America, and for long the 
leading broodmare sire, comes fourth on the lat- 
ter list in 1930 with 72 daughters to have out 
111 winners of 304 races and $309,889 in first 
monies. *Star Shoot tops the list in all respects, 
except the money column. Epithet was chief 
contributor in the matter of money, and Jim 
Dandy, Jack High, Sun Forward and Spearhead 
were other stakes winners. Mrs. Foster, Crash 
and Lansquenet each won nine races. Dawn 
Star had out four winners, and Frances Star, 
Inferno Queen, Micco, Star Berta and Thunder- 
bird three each. *Star Shoot’s list:

A DISTINGUISHED “HALF-BRED.” 


Ever and anon there is something occurring in 
racing to draw attention to the existence of the 
“bar sinister” imposed through the “Jersey act.” 
The sterling French mare, Hot Bun, which 
achieved “the outstanding performance among 
the handicappers” in England last year, as 
stated by H. H. Mansfield in an article in The 
Sporting Life (London), furnishes the latest ex- 
ample. We find Mr. Mansfield saying: 

“In a recent article of half-breds, Miss F. M. 
Prior gave us much interesting information con- 
cerning the breeding of Hot Bun, and it will be 
seen from the pedigree that this filly not only 
comes from a half-bred mare, but is of English, 
French, and American extraction. 

“Her sire, Magellan, was by Perth out of 
Pietra Mala, both of whom sprang from Eng- 
lish bloodstock. Hard Bake (Hot Bun’s dam) 
was by the American, Sir Martin, hence the non- 
inclusion of the mare in the General Stud Book. 

“Sir Martin first ran in England in 1900 and 
won several good races up to the time he was 
seven years old, and retired to stud at New- 
market in 1915. He returned to America in 1919. 

“In his early days at the Lordship Stud Sir 
Martin was mated with Almond Rock, a daughter

Hard Bake, who ran in England, but never 
ranked above selling plate class, and after three 
successes worth £646, she was sent to Belgium 
in 1921. 


“Later, when she became the property of M. 
Jacques Wittouck, Hard Bake was sent to Haras 
de Bois Josselyn, Neuville, France, and there she 
foaled Hot Stuff to Magellan, Hard Nut II to 
Evergay, a son of Magellan, and Hot Bun, also 
to Magellan. 

“Hot Bun came over to England in 1929 and 
won five races in eleven outings. Her best form, 
however, was shown last season, when she beat 
some of our best handicappers at Kempton 
and Liverpool. 

“Early engagements for next season have 
already been made for her in the Rosebery 
Stakes at Kempton Park, Coronation Cup at 
Epsom, and the Ascot Gold Cup”.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


THE DANISH TURF 


Editor’s Note:—The author of this article is 
an American trainer and driver of trotters who 
has been in Europe for many years. He is a 
brother to George Starr, the celebrated trainer 
and driver, who is a resident of Lexington, Ky., 
and who also had a fine experience with trotters 
in European countries, as well as having bred and 
trained Thoroughbreds in this country.

AVING noticed on different occasions articles 
in your valuable paper on breeding and rac- 
ing affairs abroad, I am taking the liberty of 
sending you a little news just to let you know 
this this little butter country called Denmark 
is also on the Thoroughbred racing map. Like 
a little grease spot perhaps—but it keeps spread- 
ing larger all the time. This year, like each of 
the preceding years, has seen an improvement 
in regards to breeding, racing, attendance, bet- 
ting, number of starters, also the class of horses 
that are now racing, and in many other encourag- 
ing ways. There have been 25 regular racing 
days and one extra day devoted to charity, mak- 
ing 26 days in all. The Danish Jockey Club has 
paid out in 1930, in purses and stakes, three hun- 
dred and fifty thousand 
crowns. There has passed 
through the totalizator 
(pari-mutuel) over two 
million crowns  ($533,- 
200). From the betting 
the Club and State take 
25 per cent. The play in 
the totalizator shows a 
half million crowns in- 
crease over 1929. During 
the 26 days there were 
180 races, 140 flat and 40 
steeplechase and hurdle 
races. The average num- 
ber of starters per race 
was nine horses. The Aus- 
tralian starting machine 
was used this year for the 
first time, which is an- 
ALEX CLAUSEN other good improvement 
and all concerned were highly pleased with it 
The gate receipts were 25 per cent over 1929, 
also something to bring smiles to the Gentlemen 
Directors. The Thoroughbred sport is improving 
in Denmark. And it is improving because it is 
being conducted by gentlemen of good business 
ability and of a high standing, that have the 
liking and true feeling for the Thoroughbred and 
the sport. The Danish Jockey Club, through its 
very capable president, Commerherr Otto Scav- 
enius, imported 50 horses the past season, 30 
from England and 20 from Germany. The horses 
were immediately sold at auction without reserve. 
They were all for racing. In the lot were 20 
2-year-olds, 15 3-year-olds and 15 hurdlers and 
steeplechasers. The Club had a loss of 15,000 
crowns on the transaction, and held it to be 
money well spent. It will repeat the same thing 
in 1931. You will readily understand that it 
was for the purpose of stimulating interest and 
to bring new people into the sport, and so far it 
has accomplished what was desired. 

As I have already stated, the Thoroughbred 
horse affairs of Denmark are in very capable 
hands. The President of the Danish Jockey Club, 
Commerherr Otto Scavenius, grew up in an en- 
vironment of the Thoroughbred. His father, the 


well remembered Commerherr Otto Christian 
Scavenius, was one of Denmark’s early sports- 
men and breeders of Thoroughbred horses. 
Among other good horses bred by the elder Com- 
merherr was the noted broodmare and family 
founder Mowerina, by Scottish Chief—Stockings, 
by Stockwell, bred in Denmark in 1876. She 
passed to the Duke of Portland in England, 
where she produced in 1883 Modwena, by Galopin; 
1884, Amoena, by Hampton; 1895, Elizabeth 
Hardwick, by Orme; 1886, Donovan, by Galopin; 
1887, Semolina; 1890, Raeburn; 1900, Sir Joshua, 
all by St. Simon. The blood of Mowerina has 
reached as far as America. The brown mare 
Vale, foaled in America in 1907, by Hastings, 
carries the blood on her dam’s side. 

Another of the live ones of the stewards of the 
Jockey Club is Capt. G. Clauson-Kaas, who is 
the father of Thoroughbred racing in Denmark. 
The Captain, while a small man in stature, makes 
up for his lack of size by his perpetual motion. 
He never stops, never tires. He conducts about 
15 different kinds of business and is ready to take 
on 15 more. The Captain bred and owned Klam- 
penborg, the winner of the first Danish Derby. 
Klampenborg was foaled in 1907, by Corner Boy 
(by Robert the Devil), dam Baladine, by 
Southill, by Sterling. The Captain used him at 
his Hvidegaard Stud, where he got many win- 
ners. One of the Captain’s breeding stallions 
at present is Wolfegang, by Mindig, by Gage, by 
Galopin, dam by Slieve Galleon, by Gallinule, 
bred in Austria and winner of the Austrian Der- 
by. The other stallion, Effendi, by Cicero, dam 
by Soliman, by St. Simon, bred in England, was 
imported to Denmark by that splendid sports- 
woman, Lady Kammerherreinde G. Howden- 
Runnenkamp, who has kept race horses many 
years. Her Ladyship is the owner of the good 
2-year-old Lindbergh that has a very likely 
chance in the Derby in 1931. She owned 
the sire and bred and owned the dam of Lind- 
bergh. The dam is Grisette, by Royal Ivy, a 
good winner. She would have been considered 
a good race mare in any country. 

P. de Nully Brown is another of the stewards 
of the Danish Jockey Club whose enthusiasm for 
the sport is 100 per cent and whose business 
takes him much to Berlin. He keeps horses in 
Copenhagen and Berlin so that he will not miss 
seeing them race. 

I herewith enclose a photo of the efficient sec- 
retary of the Danish Jockey Club, Axel Clausen, 
a gentleman who has given his whole life’s 
thoughts to Thoroughbreds and racing and has 
everything pertaining to pedigrees and racing at 
his finger ends. He knows the game from A to 
Z and is a great asset to the Jockey Club. I be- 
lieve it is his great capacity for work that saves 
him from all the worry and annoyance he meets 
with in his position, for you will always find 
him affable and a courteous gentleman. 

Gorm Rasmussen, the Danish-American busi- 
ness man, who has an extensive business in 
Chicago and who spends his summer vacation 
in Denmark, is a new sportsman. Mr. Rasmus- 
sen undoubtedly believes in running his racing 
and breeding interests as he does his vast busi- 
ness in America for he at once established the 
largest breeding farm and racing stable in Den- 
mark. At his Egebeak Farm he has 15 English 
broodmares of the best possible blood lines. His 
stallion is the Fnglish race horse Baton Rouge, 
by Lemberg, dam Cross Sticks, by Mauvezin. 
His oldest ect were 3-year-olds this season. 
There were 14 of his get racing this year and 
they made an impressive showing. Among his 
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2-year-olas racing this year was the Derby pros- 
pect, Superman, which his trainer, James Allen, 
rates very high. And I quite agree with him. 
This colt won but two races last season, but he 
is the kind that Derby winners are made of. 
Mr. Rasmussen’s coming into sport has given it 
a big lift. May he have the best of luck. At 
the same time I must not forget Mrs. Rasmus- 
sen, who also maintains a racing stable, and a 
good one. Among the several good ones in her 
is Beauclerc II, bred in France, by 
Clarissimus—La Belliere, by Faucheur. He won 
six races, last year, which puts him at the top 
of the list. He is one of the best if not the very 
best stayer in this country. 

Col. N. Koulikowsky, who assisted Mr. Ras- 
mussen in selecting his breeding material and 
establishing his breeding farm and managed the 
breeding affairs, has relinquished his position 
and taken a farm where he and his wife, H. J. H. 
the Grand Duchess Olga, are real farmers. But 
as the Colonel has been a breeder all his life, 
I expect to see some nice mares and foals graz- 
in= in his paddocks soon. 

The Jockey Club will make many improve- 
ments on the racing plant this winter. It will 
enlarge the tribune to twice its present capacity 
and make better totalizator accommodations for 
the public, and will also put in totalizators for 
the play of three- or four-horse combinations. 
Arrangements will also be made for playing the 
second horse independently, The Copenhagen 
race track is located at Klanipenborg, a beautiful 
suburb of Copenhagen. It can be reached by 
rail in 30 minutes, by antomobile in 20 minutes, 
also by Copenhagen street cars. The track is 
1.800 yards around and has also a straightaway 
of 1.000 yards. It is most beautifully situated in 
a sort of a green basin surrounded by wooded 
hills covered with foliage and grand old trees. 
‘When you sit in the grandstand and look about 
from the ground below and up the hills to the 
tops of the tall trees, everything is a living 
green. In the early summer mornings it is 
grand to go there and see the satin-coated Thor- 
oughbreds taking their morning canter. I have 
gone many times to this inviting spot in the 
summer evenings, in the season’°when the grass 
and the wild flowers and the great trees were 
just taking on their verdure, to sit and listen 
to the nightingales singing and to wonder to my- 
self whether in my life’s wanderings to so many 
different racing grounds I had ever seen any- 
thing so near nature’s own creation.

Consider the sordid scandals connected with 
the film industry chargeable directly to dope, and 
see how they are improving the breed. Consider 
the gangster activities in the big cities, daylight 
bank robberies, crooked politics, etc., and see how 


it has improved our conditions. Consider the 
maniacs running around over the country hi- 
jacking everybody—all of them interested in 
dope or under the influence of it—and see how 
we are progressing, all due to the impelling force 
of dope. The proposed U. S. Government hos- 
pital at Lexington, Ky., will never be built ‘in 
time to catch up with the demand that now 
exists. You can see them slinking around the 
usual hangouts of any sizeable community and 
readily see that it is a great thing for the tax- 
payers and supporters of supposedly decent 
government and upholders of a noble sport, for 
in the final analysis someone has to do the pay- 
ing off. It probably helps out the unemployment 
situation to some extent, for the wretched 
victims can’t get a job in the first place, and 
couldn’t hold it in the second, which makes room 
for someone who is willing to work. 


As for the horse, they hop him up so he can 
run nearly three-quarters without folding up, pro- 
vided they get the starter to turn him loose while 
the rest are 50 feet back and don’t hesitate too 
long at the barrier, for he might need another 
shot before he can get to going good. It comes 
under the head of “Embarrasing Moments” to 
run out and fix the horse up again in front of 
the grandstand while the band is playing “My 
County, ’Tis of Thee,” etc. 

Yes, Mr. Editor, it is a fine thing for the sake 
of the sport and improvement of the noble animal 
who cannot defend himself. It surely is a fine 
weapon for the rabid reformers who are trying 
to tear it all down. And if something is not 
done, it will be torn down never to rise again, 
regardless of whether we wish it or not. 


I would like to cite Roamer to Napoleon’s trip 
to Moscow. It was coming back that wrecked 
him. Everything looked good starting out. 

I know a certain old Kentucky Colonel -who 
forbids anyone to touch his horses—for the 
reason that some slimy thing might stick a 
needle in the horse and ruin him for racing or 
reproductive purposes, because they are not as 
fair as a rattlesnake, who at least makes a noise 
before he does his work and gives you a chance 
to dodge. 

It would not be so pathetic if it stopped right 
there, but we are told that “the rain falls alike 
upon the just and the unjust,” and the true 
defenders of the sport do not countenance it in 
any manner, but nevertheless, are classed in the 
same category and will be the real sufferers. 

The powers that be are invested with sufficient 
rules to stamp out this evil, but I don’t know 
what they are waiting on... . None of us should 
evade our responsibility, because in the final 
outcome we can’t get away from it and continue 
in the game. I only have one more word to add 
in pleading for fair play and common decency in 
our dealings with dumb brutes, and that is for 
us to remember that Abraham Lincoln had only 
one definition for it, good old “downright hon- 
esty,” and if we are within that scope we can 
and will make progress instead of retrogression. 

Mr. Editor, I wish you a prosperous new year 
personally. If you do see fit to use any of this 
letter, please forward it to “Observer,” for I 
especially wish him to know where I stand on 
his defense of about the only sport we have left 
that has not been dragged to the dust, and I will 
gladly repay you for the trouble entailed.

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NEO-SALVARSAN FOR INFLUENZA 


During January a number of horses in Canada 
afflicted with influenza were cured by Dr. C. R. 
Richards, an eminent New York veterinarian, m 
very short time by use of neo-salvarsan. We 
asked Dr. Richards for an article upon the sub- 
ject, and he has graciously permitted THE BLOOD- 
HorsE to publish a paper he recently read at a 
meeting of veterinarians in his home state. The 
title of the paper is “Neo-Salvarsan in the Treat- 
ment of Influenza Pectoralis or Contagious 
Pleuro-Pneumonia of the Horse.”—Editor.

NFLUENZA PECTORALIS may be described 

as an acute febrile contagious disease of soli- 
peds manifested by anorexia, sudden rise in tem- 
perature, increased pulse, and symptoms of gen- 
eral infection indicated by marked nervous de- 
pression and debility. Unless the condition is 
checked in this stage of the disease, it quickly 
develops into crupous pneumonia or pleuro- 
(pneumonia and under the old line of treatment 
runs a protracted course of from two to three 
weeks or longer before improvement is noticed 
or death claims the patient as a result of gan- 
grene of the lungs and of general septicaemia. 
The period of incubation appears to run from a 
few days to several weeks. 

The disease is claimed by many to be spread 
through contact only. Recent investigations 
seem to prove that it is due to a filterable virus 
and that the bacteria present form only a séc- 
ondary part. It is chiefly a disease of young 
animals, the majority of cases occurring in horses 
between the ages of one and three years. To the 
equine practitioner this condition holds the same 
importance as distemper does to the canine spe- 
cialist. Although one attack generally produces 
immunity, there are many cases where horses 
are again re-infected. It is of great economic 
importance. 

The mortality is not great, but where a horse 
thas been permitted to pass through the usual 
course of the disease the sequelae are many and 
the general usefulness of the animal is greatly 
impaired. This is especially noticeable in the 
race horse, where speed and endurance are es- 
sential. Many horses that were able, previous 
tto an attack of influenza pectoralis, to compete 
and win races at a mile or over, are found to be 
all in after going five-eighths of a mile or less 
and in many cases to lose their form entirely. 

Under the old line of treatment consisting of 
fever medicines, applications of stimulating lini- 
ments or mustard to the throat and sides of 
chest, salines, heart stimulants or as it has often 
been said, treating the symptoms, it has been 
found impossible with any degree of certainty, 
to predict the outcome of or termination of the 
disease. True, many cases that show merely 
anorexia and elevated temperature with no 
change in pulse or respiration, will, with a few 
doses of fever medicines, return to normal within 
24 to 48 hours. On the other hand, many of 
those cases, in spite of the favorable condition 
they appeared to be in at the time of our first 
visit, were found, under the old treatment, to 
gradually become worse and eventually pass 
through all the stages of the disease in spite of 
anything we could do. 

A few years ago, great things were claimed 
for the treatment of this disease with the various 
serums and bacterine and many concerns placed 
on the market biological preparations claiming 


that they were both prophylactic and curative in 
their action. I have used them for a number of 
years, giving most of them a fair trial and failed 
to see that they were either prophylactic or 
curative in their action. 


This now brings us to the consideration of 
neo-salvarsan in the treatment of influenza pec- 
toralis. My attention was first seriously drawn 
to the use of neo-salvarsan in the treatment of 
this disease about four years ago and I decided 
to give it a trial. Although Milks, in his “Phar- 
macology and Therapeutics,” published in 1916, 
and White in his “Principles and Practice of 
Veterinary Medicine,” published the same year, 
make reference to the treatment of this condi- 
tion with neo-salvarsan, it was not until the latest 
translation of Hutyra and Marek, published in 
this country in 1926, that a full detailed descrip- 
tion of its use was given. As influenza is al- 
most a constant disease among horses, occurring 
at any season of the year, I have had a large 
opportunity to study the effects and results of 
neo-salvarsan in the treatment of cases coming 
under observation in my practice with the Thor- 
oughbred. 

In most cases the first symptom noticed is 
that the horse failed to clean up his feed; he is 
noticed to be standing back in his stall with little 
or no inclination to move. The attendant—rec- 
ognizing that something is wrong—takes his 
temperature and at this time usually finds it 
around 103. As a rule, the veterinarian is called, 
and taking the temperature again on arrival, is 
is often found now to be around 105 or over and 
the patient showing considerable depression. Un- 
less the disease has been ushered in with a chill, 
the pulse and respiration at this time will still 
be found to be normal, recognizing the condition 
as influenza pectoralis. Preparation is then 
made to give the patient a dose of neo-salvarsan. 

The solution should be freshly prepared and is 
made by dissolving 414 gramms of neo-salvarsan 
in 100 to 150 cc. of distilled water. This is given 
at about body temperature intravenously by al- 
lowing the fluid to flow by gravity from a glass 
funnel attached to a rubber tube, the end of 
which is fitted to an adapter, which is now at- 
tached to the needle already inserted in the jugu- 
lar. Either jugular can be used but the right 
one generally. There is no special technique to 
be observed other than to make sure your fluid is 
flowing directly into the jugular, otherwise 
—— and embarrassing symptoms may de- 
velop. 

For this purpose, use a regular hog cholera 
serum needle that has a shoulder to it about 
one-half or five-eighths back from point. This, 
in many cases, prevents the needle from piercing 
through the vein as will often occur if the horse 
is restless. The glass tube is marked with lines 
into cc.’s. The assistant holding the tube, with 
these lines held toward him, can by watching the 
fluid flow, always advise you if for any reason it 
has stopped flowing freely. In this case it is well 
to remove adapter from needle and by raising 
vein, by placing fingers over same below the 
needle, you can readily detect if needle has 
pierced through the opposite side of vein. If 
so, withdraw needle slightly until end of same is 
again in lumen of vein as evidenced by the ap- 
pearance of blood flowing from needle and again 
insert adapter and complete the injection. 

Having completed this, the owner or man in 
charge is advised to feed the horse as usual and 
that he will eat even though he has refused to 
do so previously and that he will be normal in 
from 24 to 36 hours. No further treatment is 
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required. If it is my first case and the owner 
or trainer is not familiar with the results of 
this injection, I usually leave a bottle of fever 
medicine with instructions to give a dose every 
four hours during the day. This is done more 
to satisfy the attendant that something is being 
done until such time as he has been taught from 
the results obtained to have confidence in this 
injection. The fever medicine is discontinued in 
subsequent cases. 

I have had occasion to use the treatment also 
in advanced cases where marked changes have 
occurred in the respiratory organs after four or 
five days sickness and in no case has it failed to 
clear up the condition in from two to three days. 

In many cases, following the neo-salvarsan in- 
jection a marked reaction is noticed. This usu- 
ally sets in at once and is characterized by rest- 
lessness and a general disturbance. There is no 
importance to attach to these symptoms and 
they always subside in a short time. I think in 
many cases they are caused by some of the in- 
jected fluid entering the sub-vascular tissues. 


Where this treatment is followed, outbreaks of 
the disease are quickly cleared up and the re- 
covered patients cease to be contagion-spread- 
ers much sooner than if they had been allowed to 
remain sick two or three weeks and treated in 
the old way. No claim is made that it will act 
as a preventative. 

I know of no other treatment that you can 
give in these cases that will enable you to pre- 
dict to the owner that his horse will be well in 
24 to 36 hours, and have it repeatedly borne out 
by results. Through checking or aborting the 
disease you entirely overcome all danger of any 
sequelae. The horse does not lose his flesh and 
apparently suffers no inconvenience from his 
sickness and is in condition to resume his work 
or training in a comparatively short time. 

I have never found it necessary to give the 
second injection. 

In conclusion, let me state that in my experi- 
ence neo-salvarsan has proven a specific in the 
treatment of influenza pectoralis. 


A BREEDING COMMENT

REEDING sharps who maintain that the Eng- 

lish in-breed too much to Bend Or, St. Simon 

and, perhaps, Hermit, would do well to take a 
glance at the pedigree of *Prince Philip. 


This well made, grey son of Roi Herode (he is 
about 16.1) stands at the farm of H. M. C. Low, 
Belton, Missouri, about 17 miles south of Kansas 
City on Highway No. 71. To provide a high grade 
hunter and steeplechaser sire for Kansas City 
and its environs, he was purchased recently by 
an organization known as Hunter Breeders’ Syn- 
dicate, numbering S. H. Velie, R. L. Jurden, J. S. 
Tough, M. H. Gates. Jo Zach Miller III, W. L. 
Allen, F. C. Baker, Pat E. Tabor, R. P. Combs, 
Fred Wolferman and Belknap Hawkes. 

Kansas City, long famous as the home of ex- 
tensive saddle horse breeding activities, includ- 
ing the establishments of Mrs. Loula Long Combs 
and Herbert M. Woolf, is now going in strong 
for Thoroughbreds and hunters. Mrs. Combs 
bred the champion five-gaited saddle horse, Chief 
of Longview, and sold him to Mrs. W. P. Roth, 
of San Francisco for $25,000, and for $27,500 Mr. 
Woolf sold to Miss Mary Fiers, of Oklahoma City, 
Okla., the celebrated walk-trot mare, Roxie High- 
land, said to be the best three-gaited horse that 


has come out since the incomparable Nancy 
Highland was retired, full of years and laurels. 


But now Mrs. Combs has, in addition to saddle 
horses and hackneys, a few Thoroughbreds at her 
Longview Farm, and Mr. Woolf is the owner of 
a string of blood horses including the widely 
known race mare, Lady Broadcast. Almadel 
stands at the farm of R. L. Jurden and F. C. 
Baker breeds Thoroughbreds for polo purposes. 
The American Royal Horse Show (it offers a 
$15,000 stakes for five-gaited saddle horses) 
each year includes more and more classes for 
hunters and jumpers. Five or six years ago, 
most of the hunters had very little class and 
were of a mere performance type, but in 1930 it 
was practically impossible for any leaper to get 
to first base unless he was either Thoroughbred 
or of pronounced Thoroughbred conformation. 

But to return from this lengthy divagation to 
the breeding of *Prince Philip, this sire is cer- 
tainly well bred in his own right. I have in mind 
the true statement of Col. E. R. Bradley that all 
Thoroughbreds in this day and age have good 
breeding. But the pedigree of *Prince Philip is 
one that Herr Becker and his followers should 
approve of, in that it has not one single cross 
of either St. Simon, Hermit or Bend Or, a fact 
that is worthy of note in a sire whose progeny 
has already won the not inconsiderable sum of 
$72,285. Rouge Rose is there through Rose of 
York and Doncaster is present through Clemen- 
tina; but their justly celebrated son, Bend Or, is 
absent. There are three crosses of Vedette, 
grandsire of St. Simon, one through Galopin and 
two through Speculum; but there is no direct 
line to St. Simon. There is no Hermit, but New- 
minster, his sire, is represented by the Hampton 
cross through Lord Clifden. 


A hurried glance through the names of the 
sires in the fifth remove discloses the fact that 
Eclipse is not the only one represented. The 
Herod line is there by virtue of two crosses to 
Thormanby, one through Atlantic and the other 
through Rouge Rose, as well as a cross of Uncas. 
And then Matchem is there through Barcaldine 
and Solon.

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LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS

HURRICANA FARM. 


LL the way over to Amsterdam I was think- 

ing of the founder of the Sanford mills, 
Stephen Sanford, the originator of the Sanford 
stud, of his ability and perseverance, starting in 
with hand looms and building up an industry in 
weaving which is now one of the finest of its 
kind; and also of his kindness, as I had had it 
told me by one of the children, now grown, who 
had eagerly awaited him Saturday afternoons so 
many years ago. It seems it had been his habit, 
after his eye-sight failed, to drive through the 
streets bordering his mills, behind his fine horses, 
and upon reaching a certain corner to ask of his 
coachman: “Are the children there? Are they 
perfectly clean? Are there many there? Have 
they all been good and worked hard this week in 
school?” You may imagine that the spokesman 
answered in the affirmative for the entire group 
of abashed youngsters, for he was then given 
a handful of coins to buy candy for the rest. 
There are school children on the same street still. 
The day I was there they were apathetically 
watching an airplane and there were no fine 
horses in sight, but I was fortunate to be calling 
on over a hundred head of equine royalty. 


Hurricana Farm is high up on a broad hill 
top above the Mohawk River and the buildings 
in general face that historical valley toward the 
west. On this day it was a biting cold, the dark 
patches of woodland standing out sharply against 
the snow and distant farm buildings looking like 
frosted cakes set out on a white table cloth. 


Hollie Hughes is the trainer now for John San- 
ford. He took me about the grounds and stables 
and showed courteous patience and consideration 
for my limited knowledge. There are eight 
hundred and fifty acres in the different farms, 
which lie somewhat in a square with pastures 
through the center. There are separate poultry, 
dairy and swine farms on another road and at 
one barn, white-faced cattle are fed to keep up 
the fertility of the soil and provide part of the 
table for the workmen. The large kitchen and 
dining room is a part of one of the buildings 
and adjoins the tackroom and stables. 

There has been no scarcity of water on this 
estate the past season, such as all New York 
State has had to endure; for the city water com- 
ing from the Adirondacks is piped there. Many 
artesian wells are on the farm also and have 
never given out. Through the pasture hollows 
runs Perth creek, making a cool noontime ren- 
dezvous for the mares. Near the main building 
is a covered track studded with windows, an 
eighth of a mile circle which is used as an exer- 
cise ring in stormy weather. The open center is 
kept as a training ring for steeplechasers. There 
is also a splendid outdoor track with a judges’ 
stand, at present nearly knee-deep in snow. One 
thing which struck me very forcibly is that there 
is no coddling nor shutting-up of any of the stock 
against the cold weather. They are all out of 
doors without seeming to feel any discomfort, 
although one’s fingers soon become numb with- 
out gloves. The barns are all of exceptional 
height, giving good ventilation, thus keeping the 
air dry and healthful without artificial aid. 

STALLIONS 


The five stallions were all enjoying their lib- 
erty in their respective paddocks. Each paddock 
has a story and a half building with open door 


which the sire may enter as he chooses. This 
building is a small barn in itself with well-lit- 
tered box stall. At night they are all taken up 
and lodged in the stallion barn a short distance 
away. This stallion barn is a fine type of barn 
with exercise ring surrounding the stalls. Morn- 
ings the sires are exercised on their ring of peat 
moss before being turned out. Their coats shine 
with health. Upon my questioning Mr. Hughes 
as to whether he considered the North a favor- 
able climate for horse-raising, I was told that in 
his opinion it was superior to a warmer one. 


*Tourist II, a magnificent bay, was the winner 
last year of the Grand National Steeplechase 
and the Manly Memorial Steeplechase. His fine 
breeding is well known to connoisseurs, as he is 
by Son-in-Law out of Touraine, by Swynford, a 
regal heritage. 

*Archaic, a chestnut beauty foaled in 1917, 
winner of the Prince of Wales, Atlantic Stakes, 
and second in the Derby, is the sire of one win- 
ner in 1930, Agnes Sorel. He was brought over 
from England in 1920 for the sum of $78,000. He 
is by Polymelus out of Keystone II. 


*Snob II, a close-knit brown, foaled in 1919, 
winner of the Withers Stakes, Nursery, Stuyves- 
ant, Long Beach Handicaps, and others, was sold 
to Mr. Cosden for $85,000 and then bought back 
at his dispersal sale for $60,000. His dam, May 
Dora, was taken to France in 1918 and bred to 
Prestige. 


*Blue Pete, the one I admired most, is a sym- 
metrical and graceful chestnut. He was foaled 
in 1921 and won the Jersey Stakes, Lingfield 
Park Plate, Eglinton Plate and others. He is the 
sire of six fillies and one colt among the yearlings 
on the farm. His breeding is of the best, being 
by Corcyra out of Petit Bleu. 


*Vespasian, a deep bay with white star, was 
foaled in 1923. He is of good weight and vigor- 
ous. He is the winner of the Spring, Putnam, 
Grenadier, St. Charles Hotel, Lake Charles, 
Great Western Handicaps and so forth. He has 
three colts and three fillies in the 1930 ranks. 
Of the eight Sanford 2-year-olds, he is repre- 
sented by four, and he has one 3-year-old, @ 
sturdy colt, Benedictine, out of *Orange Lady, 
by William the Third. *Vespasian is out of *Dark 
Flight, by *Stefan the Great. There is no better 
breeding than that at the back of Chelandry, the 
dam of *Dark Flight. 


MARES 


The broodmare barn is situated well away 
from the other buildings, a long tramp through 
the snow. After foaling, when the weather 
grows more spring-like, the mare and her off- 
spring are brought up and housed in paddock 
houses along two lanes. These buildings have 
double box stalls and adjoining paddocks. 


*Dark Flight, 1912, by Dark Ronald—Chelandry, seemed 
to be the queen of the courts, though the others are 
of such exceptional breeding also, it is hard to make 
a choice. She is certainly one of the finest. She is in 
foal to *Blue Pete. 

Mabel Strauss, 1913, by Uncle—Morise, was barren in 
1930 to *Snob II. 

*Vantage II, 1914, by *Rock Sand—Golden View, by 
Hastings—*Fairy Gold, has a yearling by *Blue Pete, 
a bay filly. 

*Madam Curie, 1914, by Radium—Currajong, a winner 
at three and four and dam of winners, has a bay 
filly by *Snob IT. 

*Golden Harp, 1914, by Llangibby—Goldscleugh, a won- 
derfully bred mare, dam of Serenader, grandam of 
*Royal Minstrel is not in foal. She is to be bred to 
*Vespasian. She has a_ beautiful 2-year-old filly, 
Melpomene, by Sun-in-Law. 

*La Russe, 1915, by Lemberg—Joie de Vivre, was win- 
ner at two years and is dam of the winners Vilna, 
Poltova, Skedaddle and others.

*Heather Belle, 1915, by Macdonald II—La Tosca II, 
a winner and dam of the winner Lockerbie. 

*Juvenescence, 1915, by Junior—Scammoney.

YEARLINGS 


The yearlings are all accounted for except a 
bay colt by *Snob II out of *Red Cross IV, by 
Macdonald II, a mare that is no longer among 
the breeders. Three colts are especially well de- 
veloped and give promise of future. They are 
by *Snob II—*Avila; by *Blue Pete—Lady Bal- 
timore; and by *Vespasian—*Barcelona. 

The yearling barn is three hundred and fifteen 
foot long and twenty-four high. It is a monitor 
type building, well lighted above and below with 
good-sized windows. The stalls are in the center, 
back to back, facing out upon a wide runway 
which becomes a fifty-foot square at each end, 
making an excise pen for a mare and foal if oc- 
casion arises. The plans for this barn were de- 


vised by Mr. Hughes and all the work of build- 
ing done by the workmen of the farm. It is a 
spacious affair. The 32 stalls with double doors 
are 12x14 feet. They can be closed in overhead 
on very cold nights by a sliding door at the 
ordinary stall height. However, this is seldom 
necessary as the colts are rugged and hardy 
from plenty of exercise. They were in their 
pasture adjoining the barn when we arrived, run- 
ning preliminary tryouts among themselves, al- 
though it was quite cold away from shelter. 


HORSES IN TRAINING : 


At another white-painted barn, also high and 
exceedingly well kept, were the returned racers 
and horses in training. They, too, are turned 
out every day until about March 1, when they 
are taken up and training started. There are 
26 stalls, 12x14, in this barn, with a wide alley 
down the center. The horses in training are:

All these are individuals with characteristics 
which deserve a detailed account of their records 
and form, but to do them all justice would have 
taken more than the allotted time and the wintry 
sun had completed his short span by the time 
we came out of this last building. Some of these 
runners were quartered in what was formerly 
the broodmare barn, one of the first buildings on 
the farm, I would judge about fifty years old, 
painted white like all the others. 

I could see that Mr. Hughes is a very keen 
sportsman, an able judge of difficult problems, so 
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I asked him his solution to the question of elimi- 
nation now puzzling the breeders. It is his be- 
lief that The Jockey Club should establish a 
standard and although it would entail a great 
deal of time and detail work, should go through 
the register and pick out those mares which 
through their female side have been consistently 
poor for generations. Then let The Jockey Club 
say to the breeders: “These mares are worthless, 
they have not given us anything fit and in the 
ordinary course of things they never will; kill 
them, sell them, dispose of them as you like, 
but we take them off our books. We will tear 
up their papers and forget them.” This weeding 
out should be effected gradually, year by year 
taking from each breeder in proportion to his 
size of establishment. 

Before leaving I walked around the building 
toward the road where Mr. Sanford’s earliest 
winners lie buried. There are here fifteen graves 
with appropriate stones by each. Here lie such 
horses as Sacandaga, Post Guard, Potomac, Clif- 
ford and Molly Brant. I hope there may be many 
more such racers to carry the famous purple of 
Amsterdam. 


THEN AND NOW 


By C. C. CHAMPINE. 


HEORIES on horse breeding today in many 
respects do not differ radically from those of 
sixty-five years ago. 

Recently there came into my possession a vol- 
ume entitled “Hints to Horse-Keepers,” by Henry 
William Herbert, published in 1865 by Orange 
Judd in New York and dedicated to Charles A. 
Dana. Mr. Herbert resided for a number of years 
in New York City, but he was born in London 
on April 7, 1807, a son of the Hon. and Rev. Wil- 
liam Herbert, Dean of Manchester, third son of 
the Earl of Carnarvon. His mother, described in 
the preface to the volume as “a most estimable 
lady,’’ was a daughter of Viscount Allyn of Kil- 
dare, a well known sporting Irish peer. 

Mr. Herbert was a frequent contributor to the 
best journals of the day and was an editor of the 
American Monthly Magazine. Under his own 
name he was the author of The Captains of the 
Old World, The Roman Republic, The Brothers, a 
Tale of the Fronde, Ringwood the Rover, War- 
wick Woodlands and many other volumes, but 
under the nom de plume of Frank Forester he 
won the admiration of sportsmen and nature 
lovers with his Field Sports, Fish and Fishing, 
The Deer Stalkers, The Complete Manual for 
Young Sportsmen, The Horse of America, and the 
present volume, Hints to Horse-Keepers. 

He advocated building up the breed of horses 
—hboth riding and driving—through the use of 
Thoroughbred sires, just as the American Re- 
mount Association is doing today. He urged 
that sportsmen breed up, not down, by always 
mating the mare to a male of superior blood to 
herself, except in instances where it is desired 
to perpetuate a particular strain, such as the 
Norman or the Percheron. But he adjured his 
readers to eschew and sire—no matter what his 
qualifications-—if the animal had any transmissi- 
ble defects such as roaring, ringbone, curb, 
spavin or blindness. “There is probably not a 
horse in America,”’ said Mr. Herbert, “which a 
good judge would sooner select, in regard to size, 
strength, power, and all other qualifications, to 
which to put country mares, than Boston. He is 
in every respect the beau-ideal of what, in Eng- 
land, would be considered a hunter getter. But— 


for there is a but—Boston went blind, and his 
best son, Lexington, has gone blind, also, first of 
one eye, and then completely; and this fatal fact 
sets Boston aside forever as a country breeder’s 
horse.” 


The author dwells at some length upon *Priam, 
the son of Emilius, son of Orville, out of Emily, 
and Cressida, daughter of Whiskey, out of Sor- 
cerer’s dam by Diomed. Not only was he one of 
the most successful runners of his day, but in 
England he sired an unusual number of winners. 
In America, however, he had access to some of 
the best mares in the country but his progeny, 
according to Mr. Herbert, were good for nothing, 
most of them being tied in below the knee. It is 
his opinion that the blood of *Priam did not nick 
with the best racing blood of America, 


“To take another instance,” he wrote, “Glen- 
coe, another distinguished English runner, of 
equally distinguished blood, though of a distinct 
strain, being the son of Sultan, son of Selim, and 
of Trampoline, daughter of Tramp out of Web 
by Waxy, was imported into this country a few 
years later than *Priam, with equally high ex- 
pectations of success, which have in his instance 
been fully realized, if not exceeded; for his stock 
are of the very best now running in the country. 
Therefore we say emphatically that the *Glencoe 
stock has ‘hit’ most eminently with the old blood 
of America, which, it must always, however, be 
remembered, is, in no respect, so far as it is 
pure blood, American or of American origin, but 
only descended from the earlier importations of 
the old English blood of the days of *Janus, 
*Eclipse, *Highflyer, and the sons of Childers, 
and the Godolphin.” 


It is to be regretted that Mr. Herbert did not 
live to chronicle the success of Lexington with 
*Glencoe mares. He also makes comment upon 
the very great value to American bloodstock of 
*Leviathan, *Sovereign, *Sarpedon and *Trustee, 
the last as the sire of the incomparable Fashion 
as well as the sire of many roadsters of high 
quality out of common mares. 


Mr. Herbert advocated the custom of inbreed- 
ing for two or three generations and then seek- 
ing a strain of blood as remote as possible for 
an outcross to prevent degeneration in bone, 
size, stature and in other qualities. 


The opinion is held almost universally today 
that the introduction of fresh Arabian blood is 
a step backward, so far as racing qualities are 
concerned. Says Mr. Herbert: “It is clearly the 
sounder opinion that the modern Thoroughbred 
horse of Oriental origin is a superior creature to 
the modern Arab; and consequently it is clearly 
unwise to attempt to breed Thoroughbred mares 
to Oriental stallions, or to breed any highly bred 
mares to such stallions, in preference to the best 
Thoroughbreds.” 


VISITING HIS BROTHER. 


The Sunday Sportsman (London) says: “Mr. 
David Cope, the well-known City bookmaker, 
leaves London at the end of the month (Decem- 
ber) on a visit to America, where he intends to 
observe racing in the States. Mr. Cope 
will be in a favorable position to acquire inter- 
esting information regarding the sport in Amer- 
ica as the guest of his brother, Dr. A. C. Biden- 
cope, who is a popular trainer, and has charge 
of a string of 15 high-class horses owned by 
Walter I. Kohn, of Louisville, an influential Turf- 
ite, and at one time a member of the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission.” 
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ODDS AND ENDS 


By OLD ROSEBUD. 

HE Branncastle Stable’s *Challenger II made 

his debut under colors on this side of the At- 
lantic at the Agua Caliente course just recently and 
wound up outside the money in competition with 
a very ordinary field. Such unpretentious crea- 
tures as Gold Rush, Seth’s Ballot and Dark Ayr 
preceded the son of Swynford to the wire. The 
consequence of his rather dull effort was that 
his stock in the Agua Caliente Handicap dropped 
many points. However, it is noted that to date 
Zeke Caress, ringmaster of the rich fixture at 
the border track, hasn’t boosted the odds against 
the imported 4-year-old. 

A wealth of “ballyhoo”’ has surrounded the colt 
ever since his arrival at Agua Caliente to com- 
plete his training for the big race. The papers 
have been carrying stories of the great speed he 
has exhibited in his trials and his every move 
is closely watched. 

Don’t be too quick to disregard the chances of 
*Challenger II. Mind, the writer isn’t predicting 
that he will win the race, neither can one wisely 
condemn the horse on his first essay in strange 
surroundings and under conditions widely re- 
moved from racing as it is in England. The 
most logical deduction is that the horse’s con- 
nections merely wished to give him the race as 
an “educator” and an airing, no attempt being 
made on the part of the rider to drive the horse 
at his best lick. This belief is encouraged by 
the fact that he ran in heavy bandages all around. 
When Challenger II really goes to the races he 
probably will not be wearing bandages, not the 
ungainly “pillow” variety he was affecting the 
other day, at any rate. 

* * * 

ND what are you going to do with Jimmy 

Moran, Mose Goldblatt’s acquisition? Jimmy 
Moran made a show of the field which opposed 
him in the New Orleans Handicap. In his future 
book about the Agua Caliente Handicap, Zeke 
Caress has pared Jimmy Moran’s odds down 
from 60-1 to 15-1 and is finding plenty of takers. 
The shrewd Mose’s colt is in the race with the 
light assignment of 102 pounds, but of course 
he will have to pick up several pounds because 
of his winning effort in the stakes at New Or- 
leans. They do say that he is an intended starter 
in the headliner at Agua Caliente. 

Jimmy Moran doesn’t impress one as being 
up to much weight. He is rather unattractive, 
has a long body and a light barrel and waist. 
But, with a small package up and right at his 
best, he is a very useful sort of racer. His breed- 
ing is a nice blending of French, English and 
American strains. He is by Lucky Hour—Me- 
mento, by Pennant. Old Pennant certainly is 
coming to the fore with a vengeance as a pro- 
genitor of stakes winners. His fleet daughter, 
Pennant Lass, managed to stick it out to gain 
‘a narrow victory over Silverdale in the Hialeah 
‘High-Weight Handicap at Miami not long ago. 
She has been a sturdy and classy sprinter for 
many seasons. 

But the “Big Train,’ the one to beat in the 
race, is Sun Beau. The Kilmer representative 
is on the scene of the conflict and doing nicely. 
He is asked to shoulder 129 pounds in the issue, 
conceding large chunks of weight to some keen 
competition, but if he can be brought to the post 
in the same condition he paraded for the stakes 
at Chicago last summer, he will be mighty hard 
to down. 

Nor is Alexander Pantages, the horse which 


finished second in the race last year, to be ig- 
nored in calculations anent the probable outcome. 
The son of Bon Homme is liberally endowed with 
those elements necesary to the make-up of a win- 
ner of such a race. He is the hope of the natives 
since the illness of Ervast and is sure to be there 
or thereabout if he keeps clear of trouble. 
* * * 
RANKIE KEOGH, who has been hobnobbing 
about his native America for some weeks, 

plans returning to France in the near future. 
Keogh is one of the best riders wherever he hap- 
pens to be plying his trade. He holds the same 
high ranking in France he maintained in this 
country. Roughly, Keogh has been booting them 
down to the payoff station since about 1904. 

Keogh was aboard Frederick Burton’s Wise 
Counsellor when that son of Mentor beat *Epin- 
ard, Zev, *Snob II and other notables home for 
the first of the International Special races, at 
Belmont Park. He also had the mount on Sir 
Barton when the Ross champion met defeat at 
the heels of Man o’ War in their match at Kenil- 
worth. Increasing weight forced him to take 
his tack to France, where the scale is more 
reasonable and permits a boy to continue riding 
after he has gained enough experience to be 
really adept. Over here it not infrequently hap- 
pens that just when a rider has become capable 
he finds that he also has become too heavy. In 
the United States it’s all in favor of the ap- 
prentice. The allowance has a decidedly dele- 
terious effect on jockey situation here.

HE juveniles in the Shady Brook Farm en- 

tourage at Churchill Downs, five in number, 
four colts and one filly, have been well named 
by their owner-breeder, Theodore E. Mueller. 
The colt that Trainer James H. Moody considers 
the best of the lot is named Actuarius. He is a 
brown son of Actuary—Margaret E. Hope, by 
Bard of Hope. Ballyhoo is the name of the 
chestnut colt by Altawood—-Myrtle Caldwell, by 
by Boots and Saddle. The brown colt by 
Actuary-——Rose Girl, by Bulse will be known to 
racegoers as Tonawanda, which is_ strongly 
reminiscent of the nomenclature of the John 
Sanford horses. Ringmaster is the name of the 
chestnut colt by Midway—Rolled Gold, by 
Mentor. This one’s dam is own sister to Wise 
Counsellor. The brown daughter of Actuary— 
Carolyne Carter, by Sporting Blood, will be 
known as Puppet. 

* * * 


HEN Walter S. Vosburgh placed 112 pounds 

on the back of Equipoise in the Metro- 
politan Handicap, he stamped that colt as a 
top-class race horse. But Handicapper Frank J. 
Bryan goes the veteran Vosburgh one better and 
in his weights for the Dixie Handicap makes 
Equipoise one pound better. The scale calls for 
112 pounds and Judge Bryan believes Equipoise 
capable of carrying one pound more and holding 
his own with the best of the older division the 
way he has them handicapped. He also con- 
siders Equipoise a pound better than Sun Beau. 
Jamestown wasn’t nominated for either race, so 
how he would stack up against Equipoise in the 
minds of these two able observers is a question. 
Twenty Grand was named for the Dixie and Mr. 
Bryan rated him at the scale, 112, one pound less 
than Equipoise. Obviously Mr. Vosburgh has 
much respect for the qualities of Vander Pool 
as he rates that son of Campfire just two pounds 
under Equipoise. 
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Doc Cassidy certainly started something with 
his ratings of the 3-year-olds. The friends of 
Twenty Grand haven’t yet cooled out over his 
placing their favorite ten pounds below Equi- 
poise. Now I yield to no man in my admiration 
for the son of Pennant, but I doubt that, both 
horses being fit, Equipoise could warm Twenty 
Grand up that way weighted, especially if the 
race were run over a fast track. The harder the 
going, the better Twenty Grand likes to race. 
He loves to hear his feet rattle. Nor is he the 
total loss in the mud some think. If he is he 
cannot be accounted a great horse. 


Were I a handicapper, I would be afraid to 
give Twenty Grand more than two or three 
pounds the best of the weights. It is only be- 
cause I suspect he is more affected by weight 
than the Whitney Colt that I would be that 
lenient. The Whitney colt seems to have a shade 
on Twenty Grand in each qualification, staying, 
weight-carrying and ability to negotiate all sorts 
of footing, but I hardly think the edge is large 
enough to warrant a ten-pound handicap. 


One point that nearly everybody seems to be 
losing sight of is that it is beyond the ken of 
mere mortal to say what a colt will do from one 
year to the next. And the most hazardous period 
of all in the career of a racer is that between 
the 2 and 3-year-old forms. It very often hap- 
pens that the more highly regarded of the 
juveniles fail ignominously at three. Some 
youngsters of rather mediocre class last season 
may come along and beat the Equipoises, James- 
towns, Mates, Twenty Grands, et al., like break- 
ing sticks this good year. 


Of course the handicappers are judging the 
colts off their last season’s performances. That 
is the only index they have to work with. The 
writer has never attempted handicapping, nor 
does he imagine that he has any latent powers 
along that line, but it seems to be quite a fad 
and not wishing to be antiquated, here goes. 
You are entitled to snicker if you like. 


If the race were at any distance in excess of 
one and one-eighth miles I would rank them in 
this order: Equipoise, 112; Twenty Grand, 110; 
Mate, 110; Jamestown, 108; Vander Pool, 105. 
At one mile or under: Equipoise, 114; Jamestown, 
114; Twenty Grand, 112; Mate, 112; Vander 
Pool, 110. The weights pivot on the scale 
adopted by The Jockey Club for 3-year-olds in 
June.

RAINER JAKE LOWENSTEIN of the strings 

of Fred M. Grabner and the Royal Stable is 
in Louisville from Miami, where he vacationed 
for several weeks. He now has but five head 
under his wing, four of which are 3-year-olds, 
and the remaining member a juvenile filly by 
Transmute. All the 3-year-olds have been fired 
by Dr. N. E. Southard, of South Louisville. 
Thomas Proctor had charge of the small band 
during the absence of the chief mentor of the 
stable. 

Lowenstein will, in the immediate future, take 
up the twenty head of his charges turned out 
at Brookdale Farm, near Lexington, Ky., and 
proceed to condition them for the spring meet- 
ings in Kentucky. The stable rider, Jockey Frye, 
was a recent arrival and will assist in the 
preparation of the horses, which will be quar- 
tered in the barn at Churchill Downs formerly 
occupied by the steeds of J. J. Coughlin. 


NE of the more promising juvenile prospects 

quartered at the Downs course is Wise 
Talk, a chestnut son of Wise Counsellor—Dum 
Dum, by Yankee, which munches oats in the 
establishment of Trainer Jack Weaver. Believe 
it or not, Wise Talk was broken as early as last 
April; also, believe it or not, he is a horned 
horse. He has a small horn, about an inch and 
three-quarters in length and as big as a little 
finger, growing out of his right ear. 


Wise Talk was bred by Sam H. Gaines, an 
Indiana breeder who has just moved to Kentucky. 
Young Morgan Chinn, nephew of Col. Phil T. 
Chinn, saw the colt on a visit with Gaines, liked 
him and bought him for a small sum. He in turn 
sold the youngster to William E. Smith, vice- 
chairman of the Kentucky State Racing Asso- 
ciation and president of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Kentucky, who turned him over to his 
brother-in-law, Jack Weaver, to be broken and 
trained. 


Wise Talk is a model young Thoroughbred. 
He is a deep chestnut with a blaze and a deal 
of white about his limbs and is a better made 
individual than his sire, especially about the 
hocks and hindquarters. The only possible fault 
to be found with Wise Talk is his early intro- 
duction to the saddle and a very slight suspicion 
of sesamoid trouble in his near fore limb. His 
knees, hocks and cannons are very attractive, the 
knees being quite the best one will ever see in 
so young a Thoroughbred. Wise Talk was 
stepping off his quarters and eights at Latonia 
last summer and, if he turns out the crack many 
shrewd judges think him to be, it will give the 
old-timers something to think about.

ARRY S. HART writes me that a very good 
brand of winter racing is being provided the 
patrons at Miami. The volume of wagering is 
said to be well under that of last season, though 
fair crowds are in attendance. Harry says he 
has 14 as nice looking yearlings (by Chilhowee) 
as one would want to see. They are located at 
the Creekview Farm of Tollie Young, Paris, Ky. 
The Chilhowees are a speedy tribe, and small 
wonder, considering the very impressive record 
their sire compiled in his day around the tracks.

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LEGISLATION 


BEFORE THE TEXAS LEGISLATURE. 


RACING BILL is now before the House of 

Representatives of the Texas legislature, 
with better hopes of passage than in any pre- 
vious year in that state. Introduced on January 
23 by Representatives Pope of Corpus Christi, 
and Dwyer of San Antonio, the bill provides a 
contribution system of betting and puts the rac- 
ing under the control of a State Fair Board, con- 
sisting of the State Commissioner of Agriculture, 
the President of the Texas Agricultural and 
Mechanical College, the President of the State 
College of Arts and Industries, and two members 
named by the Governor, one to be a practical 
farmer and the other a member of the American 
Legion or National Guard of Texas. The board 
is assigned the authority to limit bets to $10. 
‘Two per cent of the receipts (admission monies 
and betting turnover) of each meeting would be 
used to defray the board’s expenses, the re- 
mainder to be used to defray expenses of the 
meeting and to go into the treasury of the fair 
association. License for fair associations in 
counties with population greater than 150,000 
would cost $500; in counties with populations 
less than 150,000, $50. The bill further makes 
provisions for the encouragement of general ag- 
ricultural competition. The previous Texas leg- 
islature killed a bill similar to that now being 
considered, but the margin on that occasion was 
small. Since that time, W. T. Waggoner and his 
sons have given their second annual betless meet- 
ing at Arlington Downs and shown the people of 
the State a sample of the sport, and the business 
men, hotel owners, horse breeders, farmers and 
other advocates of racing have strengthened 
their position. 


RACING BILL IN MINNESOTA. 


A bill to permit racing and wagering in Min- 
nesota has been introduced in each house of the 
legislature of that State. Reports are that favor- 
able action may be taken and that the Governor 
is in favor of the bill. 


GETTING READY IN ARKANSAS. 


When Smith Baker returned to Lexington this 
week from a sojourn at Hot Springs, he informed 
‘THE BLOOD-HORSE that preparations are being 
made at that famous Spa to urge the adoption 
of a racing law for Arkansas by the legislature 
in session at Little Rock. He says the business 
men and other citizens of Hot Springs are be- 
hind the measure and that it is hoped to put 
it through in time to have a meeting at Oaklawn 
Park, beginning March 17. He says the plant 
can be easily made ready for racing within a 
few days.

A. C. Schwartz’s Sortie come next in actual 
poundage with 119 each. Equipoise, with 113, is 
rated one pound above “the scale.”

THE OLDEST THOROUGHBREDS. 


When a New York sports columnist made a 
misstep a few days ago, Neil Newman, by way of 
reproving him, wrote the following in The Morn- 
ing Telegraph (New York: 

Thomas Cromwell, editor and publisher of The Blood- 
Horse, is constantly pleading for accuracy by Turf 
correspondents. 

I wonder what Mr. Cromwell would say if he read 
the article attributed to Joe Vila, in the New York 
Evening Sun of Wednesday, January 28? This article 
is devoted to the ancient Broomstick and it states: 
“This week marks the establishment of a new record 
by a Thoroughbred stallion in America, and probably 
for the world. Broomstick, now in his thirty-first

calendar year, yesterday passed the longevity mark of 
thirty years set by Himyar, originator of the famous 
Domino strain.” 

Again: “Broomstick is now as strong and as vigorous 
as _he was in his racing days.” 

Taking up the last statement first, I only wish it 
were so. Poor little Broomstick has shrunk away to 
almost nothing; he is merely a wrack (sic) of bones 
and appears so small one feels one could pick him up 
under one arm and carry him away. I only hope he 
lives ten years more, but the poor little fellow looked 
so emaciated when I saw him last November, I almost 
cried—he certainly had gone down hill almost beyond 
belief since the last time I had seen him at Brookdale, 
in the spring of 1928. 

As to Vila’s statement that Broomstick has estab- 
lished a record for longevity, it is the veriest poppy- 
cock. Did Vila ever hear of a horse called *McGee, 
sire of Exterminator, and is he not aware of the fact 
that *McGee still lingers on in Kentucky, and the son 
of White Knight and Remorse is a year older than 
Broomstick ? 

Broomstick was foaled in 1901, but he will have to 
live until December 31 if he hopes to surpass Himyar, 
the son of Alarm and Hira that was foaled in 1875 and 
did not die until December 30, 1905, at E. S. Gardner’s 
Avondale Stud, Saundersville, Tenn. 

Himyar, however, does not hold the _ record for 
longevity among the premier sires of this country. 
That honor belongs to Glenelg, a bay horse, by Citadel 
out of imp. Babta. foaled at R. W. Cameron's Clifton 
Stud, Staten Island, N. Y., in 1866. He was imported 
in utero. Glenelg was premier sire on four occasions, 
and did not die until October 23, 1897, at the Castalian 
Springs Stud of Tyree Bate, in Tennessee. 

However, American Eclipse, by Duroc, foaled in 1814 
did not die until 1847, attaining the age of 33, the same 
record as was achieved by Old Friendship, a son of 
Apollo, foaled in 1783. 

Some of the British horses imported into this countr 
in the early days lived to a ripe old age. Thus Diomed, 
winner of the first Derby at Epsom, lived to 1808, reach- 
ing an age of 31 before dying in Virginia. Another 
importation, called Matchmaker, by the Goldophin 
Arabian, foaled in 1754, is reputed to have lived to 
1786, making him 32 years old. 

Seemingly, the longest-lived of these importations 
around the Revolutionary era was Janus, a son of the 
sire of the same name. He was foaled in 1746 and lived 
until 1780, making him 34 years old. Still dealing with 
the horses of the eighteenth century, there is a record 
of a horse called Parrot, by Dungannon, foaled in 1791, 
that raced from two to five years in twenty-eight races, 
winning nine, was exported to Germany where he 
lived until 1827, or until he was 36 years old. 

Grandmaster, a son of Gladiateur foaled in 1868, died 
in Austria at 31, and this was the age reached by 
Kentucky, a son of Mickey Free, foaled in 1853. He 
died in Germany in 1884. Sheet Anchor, a son of 
geen foaled in 1832, died in Germany in 1863, aged 

years. 


The attention of Messrs: Vila and Newman 
should be called to the fact that there is now liv- 
ing in California a stallion which was foaled in 
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1898 and is therefore 33 years old. He is Kenil- 
worth, son of *Sir Modred and *Queen Bess, by 
Marden. His dam was granddaughter of Rose 
of Lancaster, sister to Bend Or. Kenilworth is 
the property of Gardner B. Towne, of San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., and is at a farm at Novato, about 
thirty miles from San Francisco. THE BLOOD- 
HORSE, in order to make sure of its statement, 
telegraphed Mr. Towne last week and inquired 
whether the old fellow was still alive and the 
reply came back that he had just seen the horse 
and found him in good condition. Kenilworth’s 
name will be found in last year’s supplement to 
the American Stud Book as the sire of two regis- 
tered foals. He also is the sire of 2-year-olds of 
1931. Three of the six mares he was bred to in 
1928 produced foals. He has not yet, however, 
equalled the record of *Janus, which is credited 
with having lived to be 34 years old and having 
sired foals up to the last year of his life. Ameri- 
can Eclipse got foals at 33 years old. 


Broomstick is in quite as bad a state as Mr. 
Newman pictures him. Last spring he had sev- 
eral mares and nearly all of them are due to foal, 
but he will have no mates this year. *McGee ap- 
pears to be very near the end of his way, but 
Whitney Moore, son of his owner, Mrs. Charles 
W. Moore, Mere Hill Stud, Lexington, reports 
that he is not suffering, despite the afflictions 
that have come with age. 

By stepping outside the records of the stud 
books, one can find numerous instances of horses 
that are supposed to have lived to be more than 
35 years old. The following note, for instance, 
was published in The Bloodstock Breeders’ Re- 
view (London), in April, 1916: 

“A Ledbury correspondent, writing to Horse and 
Hound, states that his son, who is in Argentina, owned 
a stallion that died last year aged 47. The horse lost 
all his teeth and was fed on mashes. He is stated to 
have got 17 foals the year he died! His name was 
Blue Peter. Originally purchased in Egypt, he was 
afterwards used in India and England as a polo pony. 
Then he went to the Argentine, where several winners 
were got by Thoroughbreds from his daughters. Blue 
Peter was a grey. Commenting on this communication, 
Sir Willoughby Maycock says that, according to a 
cutting in one of his scrapbooks, ‘Old Bill, a horse the 

roperty of the late Mr. S. Francis Petrie, of Edin- 

urgh, was 60 years old when he was shot on the death 
of his master.’ 


Since the above notes were written, THE BLOOD- 
Horse office has received from Mr. Towne a 
letter in which he says of Kenilworth: 

Went up to Novato last evening and found the old 
boy looking better than when I saw him about Christ- 
mas. He’s a marvel, as he feels like a 2-year-old, but 
of course is swaying more each year and has few teeth 
left. His rations consist, and have for the last four 
years, of big wooden tubs full of alfalfa meal and 
ground oats and bran mashes. I guess either hay or 
oats would kill him. My three (foals of 1930) by him 
are doing all right. Two out of young mares and one 
out of an old mare, which one shows the advisability 
of young mares for old horses, as she is curby and a 
bit spindly. 


HIGH CLOUD TO BEAUMONT. 

B. B. Jones, master of Audley Farm, Berry- 
ville, Va., accompanied by Lucien A. Moseley, 
master of Riverview Farm, Hopkinsville, Ky., 
were visitors to Lexington last week. Mr. Jones 
was making a trip of inspection, seeing stallions 
and mares which he owns in whole or in part. 
While on this trip he arranged with Hal Price 
Headley that High Cloud shall stand the season 
of 1931 at Beaumont Farm. His advertisement 
appears on page 293 of this issue. High Cloud, 
a son of Ultimus, out of a daughter of Ben Brush, 
and she out of the excellent mare, *Sundown, 
dam of *Peep o’ Day, Noonday (dam of High 


Time) and Nightfall (dam of Campfire). *Sun- 
down’s dam, Sunshine, was a frequent stakes 
winner (also dam of Bushey Park), and her 
dam, Sunbeam, won the St. Leger. Stout blood. 
Having had Ultimus at Beaumont (also the home 
of Supremus), Mr. Headley was gratified at the 
opportunity to have another of his sons. He is 
going to breed 10 of his better mares to him, 
and these will include *Mandy Hamilton (dam of 
Supremus and Handy Mandy), and Sheila Ryve 
(dam of Instigator, by Stimulus). High Cloud, 
prior to his going to Audley Farm, did not have 
a worthy patronage, so he has had few runners 
to represent him. In 1928, however, he was ac- 
corded some of the better mares at Audley Farm, 
and there now are 2-year-olds by him out of such 
mares as Miss Joy, Miss Cerina, Princess Doreen, 
Miss Star, Herd Girl, Fair Phantom and Flor- 
ence Nightingale. In 1929 and in 1930 High 
Cloud also had a good book at Audley, and this 
adds to his attractiveness at Beaumont. He is 
sure with his mares. It is a part of the arrange- 
ment that return season will be allowed for the 
year 1932. 


DEATH OF THUNDERER. 


Thunderer, 18-year-old chestnut stallion, son 
of Broomstick and Jersey Lightning (grandaugh- 
ter of Modesty, American Derby winner), by 
Hamburg, had an attack and dropped dead in 
his paddock at the H. P. Whitney estate’s farm 
in Fayette County on the morning of Wednesday, 
February 4. The stallion was to have been 
shipped within a few days to John Hay Whitney’s 
Llangollen Farm in Virginia to make the season 
there. Thunderer was a brother to Regret, win- 
ner of the Kentucky Derby. 

Thunderer won his three starts as a 2-year-old, 
and at three won one of two attempts. In the 
Futurity at Belmont Park he won by a head 
over his stablemate, Bromo, and carried the col- 
ors of L. S. Thompson, in whose name the horses 
of H. P. Whitney ran that year. He was the 
eighth Futurity winner trained by the late James 
Rowe. Bromo was considered a better horse by 
the stable, and was conceding Thunderer four 
pounds. At three Thunderer, in his one winning 
race, set a track record of 1:11 for six furlongs 
at Aqueduct, a mark which stood for eight years. 
His earnings were $17,930. 

Worthmore, winner of the Breeders’ Futurity, 
Toboggan, Paumonok, Montague, Interborough, 
Rennert and Fall High-weight Handicaps, has 
the best record of the get of Thunderer. Others 
got by him are Sarapion, Headache, Singing 
Cricket, Froth, Zealot, Freya, Thunder Shower, 
Nota Bene, Rumbling, Dearborn, Uproar, Storm- 
along, Just a Toy, Outcast, Double Rainbow, Bar- 
rage, Punta Gorda, Manicure Maid, Eris, Clamor, 
Red Harvey, Black Thunder, Princess Virginia, 
Flashing Gem, Rare Charm, Miss Cheyenne, 
Havoc, Reverberate, Chariot.

The day the photograph of *San-utar was 
taken, Henry McDaniel was at Le Mar Stock 
Farm having a look at the breeding stock.

Dr. D. B. Knox, owner of Elkcrest Stud, 
Georgetown, Ky., made the Estate of Samuel 
Ross an offer for Scotch Broom, which was a 
counter proposition after the stallion had been 
priced to him, but he was advised by W. H. 
Lipscomb, one of the executors, that other ar- 
rangements had been made for the use of Scotch 
Broom and that for the present he is not for 
sale. The sire of Happy Scot appears to be a 
good prospect in the stud. Perhaps you know 
of a horse that might suit Dr. Knox. He has 
Baby Grand at his place, but he is still in the 
market to buy or lease another sire. 


SIRE WANTED IN MONTANA. 


R. F. Hanks, manager of the Interstate Breed- 
ers’ Syndicate and Interstate Racing Sundicate, 
Boulder, Montana, is in the market to “lease or 
acquire on reasonable terms” a stallion not over 
eight years old, three to six years old preferred.

Elfinhart, by Plaudit, he sent to A. B. Hancock’s 
Claiborne Stud to be mated with Campfire. The 


Squaw (in foal to Trojan) by Jim Gaffney— 
Wawbeek, by Rockton, went to William B. 
Miller’s Greenwich Stud to visit Ladkin. Amora 
(dam of Searcher), by Peter Pan-—Folderol, by

PICKING THE KENTUCKY DERBY. 

Vernon “Screw” Sanders, of The Louisville 
Times and several other papers, is out with his 
mid-winter selection for the Kentucky Derby. 
He picks Twenty Grand. “The reason I like 
Twenty Grand to beat Equipoise is that he was 
not raced as often or as hard as the son of Pen- 
nant last season,” he explains. 

Two other Louisville scribes, Robert Dundon, 
of The Herald-Post, and Buck Weaver, of The 
Louisville Times, have selected Equipoise. 

Frank K. Hoover, of The Lexington Herald, 
names Equipoise as his choice. Mr. Hoover has 
picked the last three Derby winners several 
months in advance. 

Judge Charles E. Mickelwait, who compiles the 
ratings now being published by THE BLOOD- 
Horsk, takes Twenty Grand. Judge Mickelwait 
was one of the first to select Gallant Fox for 
last year’s Derby. His selection for the Agua 
Caliente Handicap is Alexander Pantages. 
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WINTER RACING 


THE WEEK. 


OCKEYS took up much of the attention of 

those interested in last week’s racing. Ray- 
mond Workman provided the chief news of the 
week by breaking a leg in a fall at Miami and 
getting himself laid up until April, probably. 
Jockey A. Robertson, second rider for C. V. Whit- 
ney, stepped into the breach immediately and ac- 
quitted himself well, riding four winners last 
Friday and two the next day. J. Renick, of New 
York, had three winners at New Orleans Febru- 
ary 3. He is the leading rider for the meeting. 
Other riders achieved publicity mostly by having 
suspension measured out for them. Stewards at 
Havana, Miami and Fair Grounds have been es- 
pecially vigilant this winter and have laid pun- 
ishments upon numerous culprits who appear to 
believe that in winter racing anything can be 
got away with. One stakes race was de- 
cided at each of the four tracks during the week. 
. . . Angry won his fourth race of the Miami 
meeting Saturday. At New Orleans Paul Bunyan 
surprised with a 5-1 win, and in his next start 
fell back into his habit of drawing heavy sup- 
port and losing in stakes races. . . At Miami 
the track was in bad condition early in the week, 
but Track Superintendent John Keegan brought 
it to such a condition by Saturday that track rec- 
ords were being threatened. 


OLD CAMPANINI FIRST HOME. 


Three consecutive stakes races at Oriental 
Park have been won by horses owned by H. C. 
Hatch and trained by Lloyd Gentry. The latest 
of the fixed events to be taken by this combina- 
tion is the first running of the Jockey Club Han- 
dicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, six fur- 
longs, February 8), won by the 6-year-old 
Campanini, with 111 pounds and Jockey G. Riley 
up. Toki (111) set the early pace, was caught 
by the favorite, Film (106), which tired at the 
end as Campanini took and held the lead. The 
winner finished half a length in front of J. H. 
Edwards’ Fleeting Fire (112), and another two 
lengths in front of Wood F. Axton’s Monkey 
Shine (96). Film saved fourth money for the 
Paradise Stock Farm. Other runners were King 
David (110), Bagiel (97), and Santon (104). 
Time, :23 3-5, :48, 1:14, track good. Stakes di- 
vision, $2,390, $360, $200, $50.

D. Froggate seven days for misuse of his whip, 
and reduced it to five days; suspended S. Ringe 
until further notice; fined F. Kiniry $25 for using 
profane language, and ordered non-entry of 
Bumpkin for remainder of the meeting. 


HOW DO THEY PICK THE FIELD? 


In the first race at Hialeah Park February 6, 
the ‘“‘mutuel field” was composed of W. E. Caskey, 
Jr.’s, Mynheer and P. M. Burch’s Occurrence. 
The field was favorite in the betting at odds of 
1 to 5, and finished one-two, as named. Second 
choice in the race was $14.55 to $1. 


A VALUABLE LEG BROKEN. 


Raymond “Sonny” Workman, under contract 
to ride for C. V. Whitney this year at a reputed 
salary of $22,500, probably will not ride again 
before the winter racing season is over. Work- 
man was riding W. S. Kilmer’s Suntica, favorite 
in a 2-year-old race at Hialeah Park February 3. 
Suntica got off with the leaders. In the short dash 
to the finish the filly swerved sharply, chucked 
the jockey overboard. Workman fell with his 
left leg twisted under him and the leg snapped. 
Examination revealed a fracture near the ankle. 
The injury was the worst that has befallen Sonny 
since he began riding. There is a _ possibility 
Workman may ride again in time for the im- 
portant spring specials. 

Correspondents who saw the accident reported 
that Suntica swerved under Workman’s whipping. 
Beau Belmont (John J. Fitz Gerald) of The Morn- 
ing Telegraph (New York). talked to the jockey 
in the hospital and quoted him: “I did not have 
a whip with me. She just took two crazy 
swerves, one that unbalanced me and the other 
that shot me from the saddle.” 


WOULD HAVE TO CHANGE ORDINANCE. 


On the All Sorts page of The Cincinnati En- 
quirer of last Sunday, Bob Saxton relates that 
a proposal has been made at New Orleans that 
next winter there be 90 days of racing with one 
meeting of 45 days—opening Thanksgiving Day, 
November 26, and closing January 16—at Jef- 
ferson Park and another meeting of like duration 
at the Fair Grounds. There exists an ordinance 
of the City of New Orleans, which Mr. Saxton 
seems to have overlooked, which would have to 
be amended to permit such an arrangement of 
dates. The ordinance prohibits racing within the 
city’s limits on dates other than from New Year’s 
Day to Shrove Tuesday, inclusive. Shrove Tues- 
day in 1932 comes on February 10, six days 
earlier than this year. If Jefferson Park should 
open on Thanksgiving Day and run 45 days, 
closing January 16, 1932, and the ordinance 
should not be changed, the Fair Grounds would 
be able to run only 20 days. 


NEVADA QUEEN’S NEW OWNER. 


Miss Marion Hollins, former holder of the 
American women’s golfing championship, plans 
to establish a racing stable with some of the 
money she made in the Kettleman Hills oil field 
in California. She was recently granted life col- 
ors (turquoise blue, ruby cap) by The Jockey 
Club, and last week it was announced she had 
purchased from “Wild Horse Charlie” Farrell his 
Nevada Queen for $15,000. Nevada Queen is the 
chief 2-year-old development of the winter’s rac- 
ing. At Agua Caliente she has started thrice, 
won far off each time, and set a track record 
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twice. At last reports the inbred daughter 
of Trouble and Hilda was suffering with a cough. 
The only Agua Caliente stakes for which she is 
eligible is the Senorita Stakes, $1,500 added, to 
be run February 22. Miss Hollins, who is spend- 
ing the winter in California, expects to make ad- 
ditions to her stable in the near future. 


EASY TO STOP TALK. 


Bob Saxton, in The Cincinnati Enquirer last 
Sunday, discussed the racing situation at New 
Orleans. He sees a deficit of approximately 
$200,000 after the Fair Grounds meeting. Says 
it is rumored that Jefferson Park management 
is considering a return to bookmaking to offset 
unfavorable comment on mutuel operations at 
that track. As THE BLOOD-HORSE sees it, they 
need not go to the trouble and expense of a test 
of the law to put on the books. They have only 
to close operations and post the mutuel approxi- 
mates as the horses go to the post. It is what 
is supposed to go on during the running of the 
race that appears to have soured the betting 
public on Jefferson Park.

AN AMERICAN VICTORY.
